Cause For Purge 


If you haven't voted during 
the past two years, you will 
receive a legal notice according 
to Florida laws, along with an 
addressed and stamped postcard 
which must be signed by you as 
an elector and returned to the 
office of the County Registrar 
within thirty days, or ELSE. 
The ELSE being the removal of 
your name from the list of eli- 
gible voters. 

If the notice is returned mark- 
ed “unclaimed,” "address un- 
known,” any notices remaining 
unanswered, will be cause to 
have your name withdrawn. 

At an appropriate time the 
list of those names removed will 
be posted in the Courthouse. 

If your name has been re- 
moved it may be reinstated by 
notifying the Registrar that you 
desire to remain as a registered 
voter.
